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THE HIGH Negev mountain 
range Is inhabited by ghosts , 
the oldest 180 million years old, 
the youngest having died only a 
few years back. 

The area has Makhtesh 
Ramon, a huge orater which Is 
a paradise for geologists, at its 
centre. It also boasts ancient 
Israelite waterworks, desert 
flora and magnificent pan- 
oramas, but since 1087 it has 
been neglected, Israelis turned 
their backs bn the Negev in 
their enthusiasm to visit Sinai. 

The neglect Is epitomized at 
the rim of the Makhtesh, On the 
outskirts of the town of Mlzpe 
Ramon. A Pundak, a rest stop 
and snaok bar for visitors, onoe 
the. pride of the area, stands 
empty and devastated, Its walla 
.covered with graffiti, its win- 
dows ripped out, Its floors poak- 
ed with the remains of camp- 
fires. A sign, also half-uprooted, 
apologizes for the neglect on 
behalf of the .local council and 
promises that a new rest stop 
will be put up on the site. This is 
Mitzpe Ramon's most' recent 
ghost, ■ 

, The oldest ghost is on the sur- 
face .of tKe crater itself, the 
largest erosion-created crater 
In the world. It is. a. ecological 
stratum dating back , to the 
Triassi'c period, with fossils of 
extlnpt marine reptiles. ■ 

. We visited the area; and met 
its ghosts, old and new,. together 
with' Manaehom Marcus of the 
Nature Reserves . Authority.

of the Negev in the light of 
Israel's planned withdrawal 
from Sinai, within two years? 
Oh- the one hand, judging from 
some accounts ini the press; the 
entire Negev Is to become one 
enofmous arhied oamp; on the 
other hand, wltbiithe closing of* 
Slhai, there js every sign that it 


will again behome a centre for 
touring and hiking for Israelis 
and foreign visitors alike! 

As we stood in front of the 
Pundak- and gazed out at the' 
crater;, with its alternating 
bands of ..light and dark rock, 
pocked oh the bottom by black' 
volcanic basalt, Marcus told us 




that this type of crater, caused 
by erosion,- rather than a 
sudden upheaval of the earth's 
surface.'is unique to Israel. In 
.fact, the:Hebrew word 
Vriiakhtesh'! is an accepted 
geological term, 

,i- The crater, the largest In the 
country, is 84 kilometres long 
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and 12 kilometres wide. It 
forms what Marcus described 
as a geological window (or 
viewing the history of the 
earth's surface. In Europe, 
Marcus said, geology students 
would have to go to a mine shaft 
to sec the kind of strata that are 
here exposed to view. 

As for the ruined Pundak, 
there is a good chance, he said, 
that it may yet come to life. A 
major safari-type touring com- 
pany Is negotiating to take It 
over and turn it Into a motel. In 
the town, there are still hopes 
that tho increased army 
presence in the Negev will 
breath new life into the small 
community which had its hey- 
day bolwocn 1953, when t no 
road passing through it to Eilat 
was completed, nnd 1004, when 
a now road bypassod it. 

IN ANY CASE, he said, things 
arc far bettor than they were 
-about a yoar ago when the e • 
tiro town went on a hunge 
strike to dramatise its neglect

But the army isn't the only 
group making things nicer for 
outings. The moshav youth 
movement has spent the last 
few summers on projects of 
reconstruction and develop- 
ment. This summer, almost BOO 
youngsters took part in an ef- 
fort that was a major feat of 
organization for the Authority. 

• We saw the first sign of their 
efforts ns we made our way 
along the southern edge of 
Makhtesh Ramon to the Nit- 
zana pool, an open cistern 
dating from the period of the 
Judean kingdom. Tho 
youngsters had carefully 
cleared the dirt away from a 
canal, lined with stones, leading 
to the cistern. 

At the cistern itself, they had 
removed the debris from two 
shallow pools, leading into the 
large pool, which had a 

sophisticated system of a 
grating of stones to filter out the 
silt and refuse carried by flood 
waters. Inside the cistern itself, 
they had replaced fallen stoneB 
forming the gently sloping wall 
into which were set a series of 
stone steps. 

Marcus explained that this 
was just one of a whole series of _ 
waterworks that had supported 
an Israelite community by 
catching and storing flood 
water. The Israeli settlements 
were sent there, he surmised to 
keep out the nomads, who, if not 
stopped would gradually en- 
croach on the countryside. He 
pointed out that the same 
problem has continued to this 
day. In this area, he said, the 
beduin gradually began moving 
in once the border between 
Sinai and the Negev was no 
longer patrolled. 

BUT THE Israelis were not the 
only ones to have trouble con- 
trolling the bedulns, he pointed 
out. In fact, just a few 
kilometres on, was another 
series of ancient pools, those 
known as the Lotz cisterns, 
some of which the British has 
covered over with reinforced 
concrete' so as to bring the 
nomads to their central super- ; 
vised watering holes, and thUB 
keep tabs on them. i 

Thoso.weHs, which were full 
of water when we visited them, 
are to be the focal point of a 
camping ground set aside for 
large groups of youngsters 
coming through the region. 
Marcus stresBOd that all the 
facilities would be of a tem- 
porary nature, so as not to dis- 
rupt the area too much. 

The water in the pools, he 
said, would remain until winter. 
As to our naive questions as to 
whether the water was 
drinkable, he pointed out that 
this depended on how badly one 
needed it. 

“•It's better to drink even con- 
tantinated water than .be 
hygienic and dead," he noted 
wryly, in fact, the 82-year-old 
geologist noted, for him, seeing 
the Negev meant, a six-day trek 
alone, with a jerrycan of water. 
He would be happy to leave it 
that way. ' : 

“I would be content for the 
bulk of the population to bon- 
tinue grilling their steaks 
alongside the Kinneret," he 
. 8aid frankly, “but we know they 
are going to be coming here and 
We have to be ready for them." 
Already, he said, he has seen 
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families coming to the area to 
visit by car, a phenomenon tnat 
was almost non-existant in the 
period after the Six-Day War 
Among the facilities that will 
be available to individuals tour- 
ing the region is a newly im- 


proved patrol along the border 
road which, as long as the 
border remains a peaceful one, 
will be open to traffic. Where 
roads pass through army in- 
stallations, alternative routes 
are being built by the army. It 


was on the patrol road that we 
arrived at Mi. Horsha, a pin- 
nacle which, though not the 
highest in the area, provides a 
sweeping view of Wadi El Arlsh 
in what is soon to become 
foreign territory. 

Retracing our steps, we found 
ourselves In Nahal Lotz, a wadi 
unique for its proliferation of 
the wild Atlantic Ficus, a 
relative of the pistachio tree, 
usually found In far more 
temperate climes. Here, under 
an especially imposing 
specimen, we gathered dry 
twigs as Marcus took a blacken- 
ed pot from his pack. As we sat 
and sipped our tea, he noted 
that the trees are believed to be 
a remnant of far greater 
vegetation, which flourished 
some 3,000 years ago, when thq 
area had far more rainfall than 
It does today. 

Refreshed, we continued our 
trek along the wadi, reaching a 
rough mountain crossroad at 
Ma’avar Arod, where the 
moshav youngsters had set a 
simple amphitheatre into the 
hillside, so visiting groups could 
view the makhtesh which now 
loomed before ub. To our right 
was a new army road which. 
Marcus told us, had been 
carefully built at about ten 
times the normal cost, so that 
the spill was gathered up and 
carted away,' rather than 
thrown down the mountainside, 
to disfigure the landscape. 

We finally entered the crater 
itself on a narrow jeep track cut 
through by the Iraq Petroleum 
Company In the 1930s, as part of 
an oil exploration expedition. 

The 1PC found no oil, although, 
Marcus told us, that it had been 
reasonable to assume they 
might have found it there. 

What we did find were 
clusters of hexagonal basalt 
crystals, formed by the slaw 
cooling of volcanic flow. Pass- 
ing alortg the crater floor with 
the hot sun baking down on us, 

It seemed as if we were the only 
living things in the area. Only 
an occasional butterfly disturb- 
ed the absolute stillness. It was 
only at night, we were told, that 
the crater came to life. A 
searchlight would not only ex- 
pose the myriad birds, reptiles 
and mammals which made it 
their home, but freeze them to 
stillness in the darkness. 

Our ascent to the southern 
rim of the crater was by way of 
a widened camel track known 
In Arabic as the "Easy way." 
Easy it may have been for 
camels, but I doubt even that. 
By Jeep, It was enough to satisfy 
any sedentary traveller's yen 
for adventure. Within minutes 
of reaching the rim. we were 
back In Mitzpe Ramon, where a 
Black Hebrew, in the distinc- 
tive garb of his sect, was clean- 
ing the street, returning us to an 
esoteric slice of reality. 

Later, in the wooden shack In 
Jerusalem's Russian Com- 
pound that constitutes Nature 
Reserves Authority's head- 
quarters In the capital, Adir 
Shapira, head of the Authority, 
told me that of the Negev's 12 
1 million dunams, 8 million are 
scheduled to be turned into the 
! country's largest nature 
reserve. 

"At first," he said, "we were 
afraid there would be an MP In 
Dimona, barring the entire 
Negev to civilians. Now we find 
that about 70 per cent of the 
region is being reserved for 
non-military use." 


Bui in creating those 
reserves, the Authority is faced 
with virtually conflicting goals. 
On the one hand It wants to 
preserve the natural state of the 
area and on the other, make it 
available to visitors. The 
answer, he said, lies in three 
types of development. 

Some, in fact the greater part 
of the region, will be left as 
wilderness, accessible only to 
experienced hikers and 
trekkers. Another large area 
will be opened for youth groups 
and others willing to rough it. 
Here there will be roads, but 
only suitable for jeeps and 
trucks, with areas set aside as 
campsites, such as that being 
set up at the Lotz Wells. Final- 
ly, a limited number of points of 
Interest will be made accessible 
by private car, with parking 
lots, explanation signs and 
toilets, for local and foreign 
tourists alike. 

Of the four desert regions, the 
Judean Desert, the High Negev 
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A Nabatean milestone on the "per- 
fume trail" in Makhtesh Ramon. 

Mountains, the Arava and the 
area near Eilat, each will have 
its own focal point. The Negev 
Mountains will feature geology, 
with a centre to which students 
can come. For the Arava, the 
Authority is planning a huge 7 
million dunam safari park, 
featuring local wildlife, to be 
seen in its natural surround- 
ings. Both these areas will be 
developed with a view to attract- 
ing the more serious visitor, 
who is willing to spend at least a 
few days at the site. 

The day trlppers^on the other 
hand, will be catered to in the 
vicinity of Eilat, where such 
areas as the ancient copper 
mines are already being 
readied for visitors, and the Ju- ■» 
dean Desert, with the Ein Gedi 
springs in easy access of 
Jerusalem. Each region will 
have a visitors centre, intended 
both to encourage Interest in 
the area and provide informa- 
tion for visitors. 

All this, he said. Is being 
carried out with complete 
cooperation from the army and 
the government, including, sur- 
prizlngly enough, the Treasury, 
which this year is providing 
ISlOm. for the Authority’s pro- 
jects In the area. It will be one 
of the world’s largest arid zone 
reserve areas. 

"As Israelis we are attracted 
to Galilee with Its greenery/’ 
Shapira noted, "but for the 
visitor from Europe or even the 
U.S. it Is our desert that is uni- 
que." The time will come, and it 
U not far off, he predicted, 
when the Negev alone will see a 
million visitors a year. O 
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A hotel with a £ 
personal touch 

"For anyone who likes to be hospitable, it's a wonderful way to make a 
living/' says hotelier Rambam Maimon. Avi Alexander tells the story of 
one of the last of the small family hotels. Photographs by Israel Talby. 



IP ONE looks around the coun- 
try, the days of the small family 
hotel, where every guest Is an 
individual, seem to be 
numbered. 

Instead, one sees large tour 
groups moving in and out of 
their accommodation en bloc. 
Many of the little places, to 
which guests would return year 
after year, seem to have either 
expanded into towers, or closed 
theh* doors. The little hotel Is a 
thing of the past — or Is It? 

Bucking the tide Is Belt 
Maimon, a 25-room hotel in 
Zlchron Ya’acov, which opened 
its doors only a few years ago. 
The owner, and manager, Ram- 
bam Maimon, runs the hotel 
together with his wife, mother- 
in-law and a few trusted 
employees. 

In addition to a spectacular 
view, the hotel offers fresh 
mountain air and easy access 
by car or the hotel’s minibus to 
one of the ippst beautiful 
beaahes in Israel. But its real 
attraction is totally Intangible, 
a friendly atmosphere of core 


for the guest. 

At first glance, the hotel 
seems to have been around for 
generations, with perhaps a bit 
of modernizing here and there. 
There is no elevator and guests 
reach their rooms from a win- 
ding staircase that circles 
behind the reception counter. 
The lobby opens onto a small 
bnr| enabling the manager- 
reception clerk to serve as bar- 
man and, At tha same tlmo, 
keep an eye on the adjoining 
dining room and kitchen. 

As a matter of fact, Rambam 
Maimon (he says he has no idea 
if there Is any family tie to 
Maimonldes) got into the hotel 
business by accident. Looking 
for a place to spend the 
summer, he ended up running a 
hotel. 

Until ton years ago, Maimon, 
who Is originally from Tripoli In 
Libya, was a tradesman In Tel 
Aviv, packaging and soiling 
spices. In the summer, ho 
would take his family for a holi- 
day in Tantura, a particularly 
attractive stretch of beach 


south of Haifa. 

The beach itself was plea- 
sant, he notes, but he did not 
care for the hot humidity of the 
sen air, all too similar to that of 
Tel Aviv. Wouldn't it be plea- 
sant, he thought, to rent a room 
In Zlchron Ya’acov, just up the 
mountain and an easy drive to 
the so a. 

He looked for a room, he said, 
but there was none to be had. 
Evidently the residents of 
Zlchron, n sleepy little wine- 
producing town, which is fast 
becoming a bedroom suburb of 
Haifa, had UUle idea of any 
tourism potential. Finally he 
docidod to take matters Intohla 
own hands and bought a plot of 
land on the Carmol overlooking 
the sea. 

With a group of eight friend! 
and acquaintances, who all put 
in tholr sharo, ho drew up pjj* 
for a block of one-room holiday 
flats and got permission to 
build. Then, just ns ho was 
about to got underway, the Yom 
Klppur War broke out and an 
thought of building stopped-. 
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Mb ™ of cook, in Klara: "fir., role Kazarian kUckcn-a, Bell Maimon and Oiotlc. BamOam-, 


He returned the money and 
hen found himself with the 
auilding lot. After the war, he 
ieeided to build a small hotel on 
the site and did so with the aid 
of a tourism loan from the 
government. 

But his building permit, while 
allowing him to put up the hotel, 
did not include provision for a 
dining room. Maimon enclosed 
the lower part of the building 
and then faced a court case, in 
which he was ordered to pay a 
fine. After paying the fine, he 
says, he took the planning 
board on a tour of the hotel, toll- 


ing them that If they wanted, he 
would tear down the dining 
room. When they saw it, he. 
adds, they agreefd that the din- 
ing room was where it should 

be. , 

For two years after the hotel 
was finished, he looked for 
staff, people whom he could 
count upon to carry on whether 
he wae in the hotel or not. One 
outstanding find was his cook. 
Klara, who formerly worked for 
the now defunct Pension Dora 
Schwartz, and runs a first-rate 
Hungarian kitchen.

He pointed to- various 
components on the switch's tiny 
hidden printed circuit. There 
were transistors, capacitors, an 
IC (integrated circuit), a 
crystal pulse generator, a sen- 


'sor and a subminiature photo- 
electric relay switch. 

He explained: "Once you 
•accept the fact that we are not 
out to undermine Halacha or, as 
some Ignorant folks say, to ‘fool 
the Almighty’, you may 
justifiably ask us why use of 
this switoh or telephone is fine

on the Sabbath while use of 
others Is forbidden. 

"Here, let me show you," ho 
continued as he pointed to the 
pulse generator. "Making or 
breaking an electrical circuit 
by direct action is forbidden on 
the Sabbath. That Is an un- 
challengeable regulation. But, 







what if It la done indirectly? Ta 
that also banned? 

“Rabbinical experts l n 
Halacha arc well aware of the 
concept or gar mi. This la an 
Aramaic word meaning in- 
direct causation. In certain 
situations, a ffarwH-executed 
act is clearly permissible on the 
Sabbath while that same aot la 
clearly forbidden when done 
directly. 

“By combining Halachic 
principles of garmi furnished 
by our rabbis, and principles of 
controlling the flow of electric 
current provided by our 
engineers, we have attained a 
way of meeting two vital re- 
quirements: that of Halacha 
and that of 20th century life 
with electricity and elec- 
tronics." 

WHERE DANGER to life ex- 
ists, "violation" of any or all 
sabbath laws Is not a violation 
at all. That ruling has been 
promulgated by ever? 
Halachist who has lived, from 
Moses down to the rabbis of our 
day. 

What, then, are the "certain 
situations" when parmi-backed 
actions may be undertaken, 
even when there Is no danger to 
life? 

In general terms, there are 
two such conditions: (a) when 
there is a danger to health, 
though not to life itself and (b) 
when there Is a clear and pre- 
sent threat of massive 
economic lass. 

Both of these determination! 
are still subject to human judg- 
ment. When Is a person's health 
endangered and when Is It 
merely a matter of discomfort? 
What is a massive economic 
blow? Is It a million-shekel loss, 
or (loos the amount depend on 
the firm’s balance sheet? 

The health question is being 
settled by the doctors. Just to be 
sure; Shaarc Zcdek Hospital in 
Jerusalem has converted Its 
electrical and nurse signalling 
systems to a dual-parallel cir- 
cuit built by the Institute for 
Scloucc and Halacha. From 
Saturday night through Friday 
dusk, the "regular" system 
operates. Thou, just before the 
sabbath Is ushered in, a master 
switoh is thrown which converts 
the electrical and nurse slgnaii- 
lng systems over to tnc 
“aabbath-permlsslblo" Q arm 
sotting. 

Just to be on the safe side the 
job of throwing the rowj« 
switch has been assigned totne 
hospital’s computer. Says 
M Hoffman: "The Big Bra W 
are a method of minimis h 
human error. However, j 
computer programmer 
must update the oandle Ughung 
times once a year, and maw 
other adjustments, such as ^ 
extra Fridays in a leap year;

even If the act you are perfor- 
ming on the sabbath Is per- 
mlssible. It must not be done In 
a manner similar to an act that 
u not permissible. That Is why 
Shnare Zcdek has parallel elec- 
trical control systems — to 
make sure that the difference 
between the two is visible. 
Other hospitals in the country 
have also consulted us." 

The non-medlcally related 
uses of gnnnl electrical con- 
trols — to prevent substantial 
economic loss - is now being 
considered by certain Israeli In- 
dustries. Although closed on the 
sabbath, they keep 
maintenance staff on hand to 
service equipment such as in- 
dustrial ovens which cannot be 
shut off without costing hun- 
dreds of thousands of shekels In 
lost starting-up time after the 
weekend, when the plant re- 

opens. . . .. 

Besides providing Sabbath- 
permlsslble devices to these in- 
dustries. institute scientists are 
hard at work developing new 
refractory materials which 
would permit safe and rapid 
cooling down and re-heatlng of 
Industrial ovens. This would en- 
courage plant owners to do 
away with the maintenance 
work over the weekend. 

Since economic loss Is much 
tougher to define than dangers 
to health, the aim of halachlsta 
Is to eliminate sabbath work 
altogether rather than dis- 
covering methods of operation 
which are permissible on the 
sabbath “under certain 
situations." 

Israel's chief rabbis are con- 
sulted by the institute before it 
offers technological solutions to 
challenges by Halacha, Thus, 
when residents of Ma'ale 
Adumim asked for a fully 
automatic “round-robin" 
narrow-gauge electric railroad 
to serve them on the sabbath 
the Institute was prepared to 
draw up the plana. By uso of a 
programmed power supply and 
special switching apparatus. 


l he railroad would have been 
Jiusl as "kosher" as the sabbath 
elevators lu use at Israeli hotels 
and lull apartment houses. 

However, the railroad re- 
quest had to be turned down: 
one of the chief rabbis ruled 
that the element of mnr’it n 'j /in 
would dominate over the other 
factors. 

THOUGH SABBATH obser- 
vance "problems" arc its main 
fare, the Institute for Science 
and Hnlncha gets requests for 
help in other areas too. 

• A kibbutz that manufactures 
corn glucose wants to know 
whether the product Is kosher 
for Passover. The problem In- 
volves the basic question of 
whether the ban on leavened 
grains applies to derivatives as 
well as on the grains and their 
flours. The question — from a 
non-religious kibbutz — has 
sparked inquiry into a related 
problem. Since Israeli 
chocolate manufacturers use 
soya oil-based emulsifiers, may 
their chocolate be eaten by 
Ashkenazi Jews, who — unlike 
the Sephardim — eschew 
soybeans on Passover? 

• Lately, the familiar fever 
thermometer has been displac- 
ed by the forehead strip. This Is 
a swatch of plastic which, when 
held against the forehead, 
produces on Its face either a 
letter — N for normal — or a set 
of digits indicating ap-

proximate body temperature. 

Some months ago, the Institute 
was asked whether use of a 
forehead strip constitutes 
■’writing" and would thus be 
prohibited on the sabbath. 

• Some kushrut idietary law) 
supervisors have complained, 
that their certification stamps 
arc being forged. Their charges 
wre found to be true. So the in- 
stitute has developed a secret- 
formula ink for their ink pads. 

Now, when a suspect kashrut 
stamp is presented, a chemical 
analysis of the questionable 
certification imprint Is readily 
executed to determine whether 
it is genuine or counterfeit. 

• Halacha forbids erasing the 
appellation of the Almighty in 
writing or in print. What about 
magnetic Impression? Someone 
had recorded a cantorial selec- | 
tlon on tape, and included In the 
piece were several 
vocalizations of the Almighty's 
title. May the cassette be eras- 
ed and other material recorded 
on it? 

Established 15 years ago, the 
Institute for Science and 
Halacha is headed on the Tora 
side by Rabbi Levi Yitzhak 
Halperln, and on the technology 
Bide by Chief Engineer 
Menahem Hartman and 
laboratory director Dov Zloni. 

The Institute's research and 
devices are described In a 
steady flow of books and in 
"Hamachon," a periodical. The 
organization's motto is, 
“Solutions and not Com- 
promises." 

As the search goes on for 
reconciling modern living with 
requirements of Halacha, of- 
ficials at the institute reiterate 
a key point: there are a number 
of basic Halachic foundations 
which can never be “worked 
over" do as to render them sub- 
ject to more than one Inter- 
pretation. 

Thus, the gist of kashrut or 
sabbath observance can never 
be compromised. No amount of I 
chemical or biological research 
can render a piece of pork 
kosher. And, no matter how 
many "permissible" switching 
devices are developed, El A1 is 
still violating Halacha by flying 
on Saturdays and Jewtsn 
holidays. a

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“THE SLEEPING arrange- 
ments will have to be 
mixed," the teenagers were 
told shortly after arriving. The 
announcement provoked 
giggles and consternation 
among the religious and secular 
youngsters In the group. 

"Don't get excited," said one 
counsellor after watching their 
reaction for a few moments 
with amusement. "Boys and 
girls will sleep on separate 
floors. What 1 meant by ‘mixed’ 
was secular and religious In the 
same room." 

Over 12,000 Israeli teenagers 
have participated in the four- 
day retreats organized by 
Gesher in Safad. For many, It 
was the first real mixing with 
the "other kind” — the first 
time that religious and secular 
youngsters are able to see each 
other as human beings Instead 
of stereotyped Images. 

“In Israeli soaiety, 
secularists look at religious 
Jews as if they were 
automatons that can't think for 
themselves, as a remnant from 
a bygone age. And religious 
Jews look at the non-religious 
as people who do only what 
feels good/’ notes Efrat 
Badash, a 17-year-old Gesher 
activist who attends the- 
religious Tichon Ironl school in 
Ramat Gan. 

GESHER (meaning "bridge") 
was established exactly 10 
yoars ago by Dr. Daniel 
Tropper, a young American- 
born rabbi who now serves as 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer's adviser on Jewish 
education. After coming on 
aliya, Dr. Tropper quickly sens- 
ed the growing schism between 
religious and secular youth. 
They go to different 
kindergartens and schools, join 
separate youth movements and 
often live In different 
neighbourhoods. Even when out 
of school on Shabbat, religious 
youngsters are In synagogues 
and their non-religious counter- 
parts on the beach. *■ 

The army is usually the first 
meeting ground for the two 
groups, but even there It is often 
only a casual acquaintance. 

"Gesher is unique, 1 * said 
Tropper at the lQth anniversary 
dinner In Jerusalem. "It's the 
only organization I know that 
honestly believes in the equality 
of all Jews, where the religious 
Jew cannot only accept the non- 
religious Jew for what he Is but 
love him for what he is.*' The 
dinner was in honour of former 
president Prof. Ephraim Kat- 
zfr, who has since 1973 been 
honorary chairman of Gesher, 
Religious Jews, he continued, 
also have much room for im- 
provement, and can learn a 
thing or two from secular socle-' 
ty. ■ 

The former President offered 
a warm endorsement of wha>t 
Gesher. is doing. "You all know 
mg as a rational scientist. But it 
became obvious to me. that 
science . can only provide us 
with tools for learning the truth, 
not what to do with the informa- 
tion we acquire. Fpr this," 
asserted Prof. Katzlr, "we need 
moral Values, pnd you can cer- 
tally find them In Judaism,.. I 
am a sceptic;;, a scientist.; But

AN IMPORTANT command- 
ment at Gesher is "Thou Shalt 
Not Coerce." In none of the 
retreats. Is anyone forced to 
pray , wear a kippd, light Shab- 
bat candles or perform any 
other of the mitzvot. As a result . 
of this atmosphere, almost all 
of the youngsters do so because 
they want to. 

“We aren't In the ba’al 
teshuvd ... (penitent) business, ' ' 
asserts Infeld, a religious .Jew 
who grew up in a secular Zionist 
home. “We don't have a 
scorecard: two seculars down 
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.nul 14 to go. But it docs make 
most of thorn much more 
Jewish." 

Infold credits Rabbi Ben- 
Jnmin Levene, Gesher'* 
edueaUonul director, with 
much of its success in the past 
two years. "He is the spirit that 
pervades Gesher. It's amazing 
how he manages to charm the 
kids and present Jewish values 
In an interesting way." 

Rabbi Levene, known to 
thousands of youngsters around 
the country us "BenJI," is the 
American-born son of Rabbi 
Clmhn Ya'ucov Levene, the 
chief rabbi of Pardos Hanna, 
and the grandson of Rabbi 
Ary eh Levin, the revered 
“Jerusalem Tzaddik" who 
tended the poor of Jerusalem 
ami Ihe prisoners of the Ylshuv 
during the Mandate. The 
Gesher educational director ia a 
rabbinical Pled Piper, who Is 
trailed by teenagers In jeans as 
he puffs his favourite pipe and 
visits high schools affiliated 
with Gesher. 

Only those pupils who want to 
take part are invited to Gesher 
retreats In Safad, and they each 
pay a nominal fee of about IS4fi, 
the rest coining from Gesher’s 
budget (just IL6 million last 
yean. Gesher administrative 
director Shlomo Wallach sees to 
1L that the secular-religious 
ratio Is about equal. 

"They see somebody with a 
beard and n klppn, "says Rabbi 
Levene. "To the non-religious, I 
look like I'm from another 
world. I fit the stereotype." 

BUT THE secular kids quickly 
change their minds when they 
find that the rabbi speaks their 
language. Through a reading of 
populnr youth magazines, and 
experience on the job. Rabbi 
Levene lins picked up all the 
modern Israeli slang and knows 
when to use It. 

"The kids know that I really 
love thorn for what they aro and 
the good Unit is in them. I don't 
know how it comes through. I 
can’t explain how It works. But 
llioy open their hearts to me. 
We all stood at Mount Sinai 
together, and there's nu reason 
why wc can't live together in 
modern Israel today." 

Tho participants usually 
arrive on Ml. Canaan In Safad 
on Wednesday. Rabbi Levene 
and Ills counsellors — * n 
their late 20 h and early 30s and 
most of them students - greet 
the five dozen high school kids 
with an opening talk. 

Role-playing games are an 
important technique In Gesher 
retreats. One ice-breaking 
device is dividing them into 
small groups and having them 
explain what it means -to be a 
Jew, an Israeli, a religious Jew, 
a secular Jew. Audio-visual 
programmes and films set on 
heated debates that often go on 
until the wee hours of the morn- 
ing — when optional shahaii 
services go on in the synagogu ■

serve as guest lecturers, wi n 
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-ublects including religion and 
Science and male-female 
relationships In Judaism. 

Rabbi Levene announces that 
four guest speakers have arriv- 
ed Using appropriate getups, 
accents and slang, he becomes 
each character. 

It might be an Egged driver 
from Zichron Ya'acov who Is 
oreludiced against religious 
Jews, or a Neturci Kartn 
stalwart who opposes the state, 
or an assimilated Diaspora 
Jew, or an American "Zionist" 
who has been to Israel a million 
times. The kids arc upsot by the 
positions taken by each 
character, depending on their 
own views. They argue. "Then I 
talk about how each of these 
stereotypes is part of the 
Jewish People and about where 
we want Israel to go," explains 
Rabbi Levene.. "They begin to 
look at other Jews differently." 

Excursions in the Safad area, 
singing of semirot and Grace 
After MealB are Interspersed 
through the four days, giving 
the kids a special feeling that 
can't be duplicated elsewhere. 

ON FRIDAY, the youngster* 
are asked to prepare a D’var 
Tom, easier for the religious 
pupils but a "first" for the 
secular teenagers, who scurry 
for the Gesher library to 
prepare a Tora lesson. 

Although no instructions are 
Issued, all the kids naturally put 
on their best clothes for Shab- 
bat — viewed by everybody as 
"the height" of the retreat. 

The young rabbi leads his 
charges outside for Kabbalat 
Shabbat, according to the 
custom of the “Ari" — Rabbi 
Yitzhak Luria, the Safad Kab- 
balist. After arvlt services, they 
file back into the dining room 
for the Shabbat meal, with 
songs sandwiched among the 
courses. Curious about Rabbi 
Levene's famous grandfather, 
they often ask him to tell stories 
about the Jerusalem Tzaddik. 

Two more such meals follow, 
and after havdtila and a closing 
talk, the youngsters offer a, 
written evaluation of the 
retreat and roluctantly take 
buses home. 

"We didn't want to go to 
sleep... We didn't want to go 
home," recalls Dalit Williams, 
a 17-year-old pupil at the 
seoular Bllch school in Ramat 
Gan. Sho Is one of 80 Ramat 
Gan youngsters who took part 
in. the Safad retreat and turns 
up every Tuesday night In a 
bomb shelter for Gesher's 
followup activities. There are 
similar batei mldratih In other 
cities, arid hundreds of retreat 
graduates — both religious and 
secular — attend faithfully. 

"I wanted to taste what 
Judaism really means," ex- 
plains Naomi Goldrath, a 18- 
year-old girl with long braids 
and blue eyes who attends the 
same school as Dalit, The 
vivacious teenager says that 
the only Jewish observances in 
her home are candle-lighting 
and: fcidduafi. “The. retreat 
didn't change this, but it had a 
tremendous effect on the way I 
think and feel." 

HOW DOES a secular girl like 
Dalit describe the retreat? 
"Fantastic, fabulous, unforget- 
table, terrific.":. ... ■’ 

’ "From the beginning, we felt 
.. ’tremendous warmth from 
* everybody .No one forced me to 
■ believe or to do, And. I wasn't 


trunled any differently if I 
didn't go lo services or recite 
blessings.” says Naomi, whose 
father told hor upon her return 
that he was glad she enjoyed it 
but didn’t want her to demand 
that the whole family become 
religious. 

“We come here to listen and 
to ask questions," says Naomi 
when asked why she voluntarily 
attends followup sessions every 
week instead of going out or 
watching TV. "We have friends 
here. I go home in a great 
mood." 

Some of the religious Gesher 
activists conceded that their 
parents were at first opposed to 
their taking part in the retreat 
for fear that they would "be 
ruined" by the encounter with 
secular youth. "They worried 
that If I was placed together 
with a non-religious group I

would begin to question things I 
had always believed in," ex- 
plained one girl. 

But in fact, the retreat in- 
evitably leads to a bolstering of 
faith among the religious. For 
the first time, they are con- 
fronted with the necessity of ex- 
plaining what they believe and 
why. “I’ve never, seen a 
religious youngster become 
secular because of Ge8 ^, 
maintains Rabbi Levene. If it 
did happen, my conscience 
would bother me, and I d have 
to consider leaving. But the op- 
posite occurs. Their belief is 
strengthened." 

"Sixty to 70 por cent or 
youngsters in religious schools 
nood Gesher as well, adds 
Avraham Infeld. "Many regard 
Judaism merely as ritual and 
going through the motions. 
Many schools don'thave the 
time or the Inclination to in- 
culcate the ethics and meaning 
of Judaism as well. I don t think

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IN A LONG stone building in 
one of the older neighbourhoods 
of Jerusalem there Is a small 
sewing and embroidery 
workshop where the hum of 
several sewing machines can 
bnrelv dull the conversation 
and small talk of the 20 or so 
female workers of all ages and 
backgrounds. Samples of the 
. challa covers and tallia bags 
which are produced In the 
workshop as well as gaily 
coloured dresses, overalls, 
children's suits and Junipers 
are displayed at the entrance. 

The forelady or "madricha" 
directs the progress of the work 
In a quiet, kindly voice. She ex- 
amines finished products, 
suggests a change or correc- 
tion. prods a dreamy partici- 
pant and provides necessary 
equipment. The atmosphere is 
easy-going and pleasant. But 
there is something unusual 
about the workers, not im- 
mediately apparent to the 
casual visitor. All are former 
mental patients and the sewing 
shop Is n rehabilitation center 
of Ynd Ezra. 

Yad Ezra is a self-help 
organization, established forty 
years ago to provide health and 
social welfare according to the 
traditional concepts of tzed- 
dakah and chesed (charity and 
kindness), which for centuries 
guided Jewish communities all 
over the world. 

The founder and guiding per- 
sonality behind the organiza- 
tion is Reb Asher Freund, a 
charismatic, ’almost mystical 
figure who has In the past four 
decades, influenced literally 
thousands of people who have 
sought him out for- advice, 
guidance, encouragement and 
salvation. “Sometimes with a 
single conversation he can 
change a person's whole life," 
says one of Reb Asher's

enthusiastic followers. 

The white-bearded, kindly old 
man whose lineage goes back to 
the Baal Shem Tov, has had 
particular success with mental 
patients. He has visited psy- 
chiatric hospitals and to the 
amazement of the professional 
staff, achieved remarkable 
feats of recovery with some of 
the inmateB. For a number of 
years Reb Asher conducted a 
sheur (class) and taught 
Kohelet ( Ecclesiastes j , Job. 
Mishnaot and other texts which 
had special meaning to these 
patients. "God gave him a 


great gift," says one of his ad- 
mirers, "to understand deeply 
the suffering soul." 

Patients who had left men- 
tal hospitals or refused formal 
treatment also found their way 
to Reb Asher whose empathy 
and special philosophy or 
"style" appealed to them. He 
taught the desolate that they 
had the inner strength to over- 
come their illness and he helped 
them with their practical 
problems of housing and 
employment. For women he 
opened a sewing workshop and 
for men a printing and book-

binding establishment. 

About 25 women between the 
ages of 18 to 55 attend the sewing 
workshop. They are referred by 
social workers or mental clinic 
personnel. Many have had little 
social contact In years. The 
sympathetic madricha, 
Chasya, whose dress and high 
kerchief testify to her ultra- 
orthodox background, admits 
she has no formal training in 
psychology or rehabilitation. 
She is simply a competent sew- 
ing teacher, but experience and 
intuition have given hor the 
right approach. She un-

One woman was In a mental 
institution for 18 years. Another 
had been divorced by her hus- 
band. a Yeshiva student, after 
she was hospitalized for a 
breakdown. She is trying to 
raise hor eight-year-old 
daughter with the help of her 
parents and the money she 
earns fur her sewing. A non- 
orthndnx lady whose five 
children were placed in a foster 
home when she proved in- 
capable of raising them, cannot 
really sew or iron. She simply 
cuts threads and picks pins off 
the ground, yet "If she couldn't 
attend the workshop she would 
commit suicide," says Chasya 
knowingly. 

Reb Asher's philosophy In- 
cludes the healing power of 
prayer and the therapeutic 
effect of nature. He encourages 
people In distress to spend time 
meditating and wandering 
alone iii the fields and moun- 
tains. Similarly the "haburoth" 
of Yad Ezra conduct regular 
trips to such mystical centres 
as Hebron and Meron, where 
the organization maintains a 
hostel. 

The printing shop for the 
rehabilitation of male patients 
has recently moved to new, 
enlarged quarters. It is a well- 
equipped shop, efficiently run 
by a gifted instructor who "has 
a way" with troubled people. 
The workshop produces hand- 
bills. newspapers, invitations, 
and bulletins. Once additional 
equipment is Installed books 
will also bo printed. The 
employees include Hassidim 
nnd secular workers, old men

There are discount 1 1 
stores which operate at low or 1 1 
no profit for large families in I I 
three cities. Yad Ezra's kitchen I 
provides hot meals not only for 1 1 
the yeshiva and printing shop, 1 1 
but for needy isolated people as 1 1 
well. It caters the weddings of I 
indigent families and even 1 1 
provides a band, free of charge, 1 1 
to play at these smachot (happy 1 1 
occasions). 1 1 

In the field of education they 1 1 
organize evening Torah classes | 
for adults and youth. A day care 
center for little children Is soon 
to be opened. A seminar for 
girls in Beylt Vegan is loosely 
associated with Yad Ezra. 

NONE OF the organization's 
programmes are supported 
even partially, by government 
or public funds. They are 
financed solely by donations 
from supporters of Reb Asher 
which Include friends abroad 
and followers from all over 
Urael. At present the main cen- 
tres are Jerusalem, Petah 
Tikva and B’nal Brak. 

As the range and scope of Y ad 
Ezra grows its sphere of In- 
fluence spreads. Reb Asher, 
whereas he once received only 
a handful of close associates for 
advice and counselling, now has 
a steady stream of petitioners, 
whom he receives every morn- 
ing from 0 to 1:00 in a local 
synagogue. His charismatic ap- 
proach wins the hearts of even 
those he thwarts. A married 
man living with another woman 
came to Reb Asher to enlist his 
assistance in suing for divorce. 
Reb Asher asked the man to 
bring his lover and wife for an 
interview. By talking to the 
"other woman" he succeeded in 
breaking off the alliance, 
prevented the breakup of a 
household and managed to send 
off all the parties involved, 
satisfied and inspired by his 
presenoe. 

Indeed, most of the members 
of the Yad Ezra community, in- 
cluding the paid staff and the 
numerous voluntary workers, 
are former petitioners who 
were helped by their leader. 
Their faith, enthusiasm, 
dedication and reverence for 
the goals of the organization 
nClp make for its success as 
muoh as the imagination, talent 
and unique philosophy of Reb 
ABher' Freund, certainly one of 
the most unusual figures in 
Jerusalem today, P

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THE FIRST COMPLETE edi- 
tion of the Babylonian Talmud, 
the “authorised" Talmud which 
is the main source of the 
hatuchu. was produced by a 
Christian printer, Daniel 
Bomberg, in Venice between 
1520 and 1523. 

Since then innumerable 
editions have been published 
but, until the publication of the 
work which is the subject of this 
review, the pagination of 
Bomberg's edition has been 
universally followed, and all 
references to the Talmud have 
been made according to Its 
pagination and folios. 

The best and probably most 
accurate edition of the Babylo- 
nian Talmud is that of the 
famous Romm Publishing 
House of Vilna, which first 
appeared from 1880-80.

I have a copy of Tractate 
Hullln. published in Warsaw in 
1875, which was used by the 
Romm firm in preparing their 
corrected edition, and Is in- 
scribed accordingly. The 
Romm Publishing House itself 


was confiscated and turned into 
a Lithuanian printing press 
after the Russian occupation of 
Lithuanian in 1040. 

But this magnificent work, 
when finished, will be the first 
complete Israeli Talmud. It is 
Important to note that tills Is not 
the Talmud known in English as 
the Palestinian Talmud, or, In 
Hebrew as the Jerusalem 
Talmud, but rather an Israeli 
edition of the Babylonian 
Talmud. 

FROM THE SEVENTH to the 
15th centuries, before the inven- 
tion of printing, innumerable 
manuscripts were produced of 




the Babylonian Talmud which 
is among the most extensively 
studied books in the world. Ac- 
cording to Jewish law, religious 
books arc regarded as having n 
soul and body and when they 
have outlived their practical 
use and become corpses, they 
are treated ns reverently as 
human corpses and their 
remains inlercd In a Genlzuh. 
This has resulted In the preser- 
vation of countless fragments. 
From the fain on a Cairo 
G e n \ ■/. a h , nearly 2 5 0 , fl 0 o 
fragments have been recovered 
and are carefully stored hi 
libraries throughout the world, 
the most famous of which are 
the Taylor-Shechtcr collection 
in Cambridge, the Elkan Adler 
collection in the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of the 
USA, and the Antonin Harkavy 


in Leningrad. 

Our knowledge of the Talmud 
also derives from its extensive 
clinlloii in all Jewish religious 
• ■Ihiiul iir Kabbalistic works 
and volumes of response. 

Both the manuscript 
fragments and the quotations in 
secondary sources, reveal 
rn riif »• Ircfiont'K amounting to 
tens of thousands and, while 
many of them may be of little 
importance, consisting of 
variants of spelling, syntax or 
style, others reveal an entirely 
new meaning and approach to 
the subject under discussion. 

The institute for the 
Complete Israel Talmud has 
undertaken the colossal task of 
publishing the whole of the 
Babylonian Talmud, together 
with the Mishnah.

The Women’s Social Service is a voluntary organization, 
founded in 1937 by Paula Barth and a number of women 
volunteers, all Immigrants from Germany. 

Initially, the Service provided help to Immigrant families. 
Over the years, new needs arose... in the fifties, the Service 
started to build housing for old, unattached and needy peo- 
ple. These houses now comprise about 400 apartments. 
There is a Bocial-cultural club for the elderly, which offers 
various activities. Tenants make a monthly payment, for 
which they receive accommodation, and meals from a cen- 
tral kitchen, which also serves the needy of the district.

JOB SERVES as the prototype 
for a huge number and variety 
of suffering innocents in both 
Judaism and Christianity, 
Their shared characteristics — 
stoicism, patience, faith, etc. — 
.ire often thought of, not quite 
unreasonably, as being derived 
from their Illustrious 
progenitor in the Bible. Unfor- 
tunately, relatively few people 
have ever really read the Bible, 
and much of the "information" 
about Job, as of other Biblical 
figures, actually came from 
different sources in other works 
of late antiquity. 

It should therefore not come 
as a great surprise when 
someone takes the trouble to 
point out that the picture we all 
have of Job ("patient as,.,", 
Job the pious, and so on) is not 
in fact correct, If the Bible is a 
reliable guide. 

Patience, and stoicism In face 
of an (apparently) adverse fate 
are scarsely the virtues that 
leap at us out of the Biblical 
book. 

In The Legend of Job fn the 
Middle Af/fft, Lawrence Besser- 
ninn describes the development 
of uur modern images of Job. 
The material for such astudyis 
extensive, embracing virtually 
all the literatures of Christian 
Europe for two millennia. 
Bcsscrinan concentrates on 
Lntin, Old and Middle English 
and Middle French works deal- 
ing directly or In passing with 
the Job story. 

The first half of the book 
deals with a sort of literary pre- 
history : in two chapters Besser- 
man studies the different ver- 
sions and images of the story 
and Its characters in nntiqultyi 
first In the Bible itself, and 
secondly in tho traditions 
reflected In Jewish and Chris- 
linn apocrypha ana 
hermeneutic works.
